Automatic Hone For Sharp­ 
ening Scissors. 


A hone with an automatic guide that 
holds the blade of a pair of shears in 
the right position by means of a 
clamping and pressure spring has been 
placed on the market and appears to 
be simple in operation and sure in re 
suits.
